To  the  District  Council  of  Patrington. 


I  present  ray  tenth  annual  report  dealing 
with  the  health  of  this  district  for  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1905. 

The  population  of  this  district  is  estimated 
at  7,00(5.  The  number  of  births  has  been  147 ; 
that,  is,  16  less  than  last  year.  Out  of  these 
6  were  illegitimate,  a  proportion  of  one  in 
24.5,  compared  with  one  in  23.28  in  1904,  one 
in  13.8  in  1903,  and  on©  in  15.9  in  1902.  The 
total  number  of  males  born  in  1905  was  74, 
and  the  number  of  females  73.  The  birth¬ 
rate  i'or  1905  is  21.12  per  1,000,  compared  with 
23.29  in  1904,  27.7G  in  1903,  and  25.02  in  1902. 
The  average  for  the  last  ten  years  is  23.40, 
and  for  England  and  ttales  2/ .9.  Ihe  births 
look  place  as  follows: —

The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  has 
dropped  from  35.3  in  1870  to  28. G  last  year. 
The  lowest  birth-rate  is  21  per 1,000  in  France, 
and  the  highest  37  per  1,000  in  Austria. 

Amongst  the  English  counties,  Sussex, 
Westmoreland,  Rutland,  Devon,  and  Somer¬ 
set  have  the  lowest  birth-rate,  22.G;  and 
Northumberland,  South  t\  ales,  and  Mon¬ 
mouth  have  the  highest  birth-rate,  whilst 
Durham  County  is  3G.2. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  county  for  30  years 
has  been,  and  is  steadily,  going  down.  To 
put  it  briefly,  75  families  in  the  last  genera¬ 
tion  were  equal  in  numbers  to  100  families* 
of  the  present  generation.  Marriages  are 
tewer,  Ibut  not  to  the  same  degree  as  the 
declining  birth-rate,  which  has  gone  down  23 
per  cent,  in  28  years — the  shortage  is  255,000 
a  year  'for  'England  and  Wales.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  the  birth-rate  of  Patrington  is 
lower  than  the  average  of  the  whole  country. 

One  hundred  and  ten  children  were  vacci¬ 
nated  out  of  the  147  births. 

During  the  past  year  97  persons  have  died, 
viz.,  58  males  and  39  females.  This  s  at  the 
rate  of  13.99  per  thousand,  compared  with 
15.14  in  1904,  13.30  in  1903,  13.15  in  1902.  aud 
14.47  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

This  is  very  favourable  if  compared  with 
-the  rest -of  England,  ihe  average  death-rate, 
of  the  76  large  towns  being  17.7.  Cioydou, 
the  healthiest  populous  town,  is  13.8,  wh'lst 
Manchester  is  21.3  and  Liverpool  22.6.  The 
death-rate  of  the  East  Riding  tor  1904  was 
15.4;  the  urban  districts  being  16.0  arid  the 
rural  15.0.  The  death-rate  for  England  ar.d 
Wales  '(rural  districts)  is  15.3. 

The  average  death-rate  of  Hull  for  the 
past  thirty  years  is  19.4. 

The  average  age  of  death  for  this  district 
is — for  males  50.29  years,  and  for  females 
47. 9G  years.  The  average  age  cf  all  deaths  is 
50  years  3  months  12.28  days,  compared  with 
46  years  13.7  days  in  1904.  The  average 
duration  of  life  in  England  is  45  years  3 
months.  The  healthiest  European  nai  ions 
are  Sweden  and  Norway,  where  the  average 
life  is  50  years.  The  unhealthiest  are  Prussia 
with  39  years,  Bavaria  with  36  years,  and 
Spain  with  32  years.

Six  inquests  have  been  held  in  1905 — 2 
suicides,  1  accident,  2  drowned,  and  1  natural 
causes.  One  death  wias  returned  uncertified 
at  Keyingbam.  One  person  was  Washed 
ashore  at  Kiln  sea  belonging  to  Hull.  Four 
persons  belonging  to  this  district  died  out¬ 
side  the  area,  including  2  in  the  asylum,  and 
2  persons  belonging  to  Hull  died  within  this 
district,  and  1  person  belonging  to  Wit  hern- 
sea  died!  in  the  Union. 

The  following  have  been  the  chief  causes 
of  death: — Whooping  cough,  6;  diphtheria, 
1;  influenza,  4;  diarrhoea,  1;  enteritis  2; 
puerperal  fever,  1;  phthisis,  4;  cancer,  3; 
bronchitis,  9;  heart,  22;  pneumonia,  2; 
tubercular  disease,  1 ;  premature  birth,  1 ; 
accident,  4;  suicides,  2;  and  all  other  causes, 
31. 

No  deaths  took  place  in  Hilston,  Out- 
newton.  Owstwick,  Tunstall,  or  Waxholme.

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the 
district  is  1,626;  the  average  number  of  people 
per  house  is  4.31;  for  the  whole  of  the  East 
Riding  4.5.  The  acreage  is  61,420  for  this  dis¬ 
trict;  the  density  of  the  population  is  on© 
person  to  8.7  acres,  compared  witih  7.7  the 
East  Riding  rural  average,  and  five  acres  the 
entire  Riding  average. 

The  infantile  mortality  is  again  less  this 
year,  13  against  19  and  no  death  of  an 
illegitimate  child  under  one  year  has  been 
recorded.  This  is  very  satisfactory.  Only 
one  illegitimate  child  died  (four  years  old). 

I  wisli  to  draw  attention  again  to  the 
Infant  Life  Protection  Act.  It  is  illegal  to 
receive  more  than  one  illegitimate  child  for 
more  than  48  hours  without  the  cognisance 
of  the  District  Council,  and  if  an  illegitimate 
child  dies  the  death  must  be  reported  to  the 
coroner. 

Thirty-one  cases  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  have  been  notified  to  me  during  1905, 
rather  higher  than  1904,  viz.,  21,  in  1903  66. 
in  1902  61 — diphtheria,  1 ;  membranous 
croup,  1;  erysipelas,  13;  scarlet  fever,  13; 
enteric,  1;  puerperal,  2. 

These  were  distributed  over  11  parishes. 
The  diphtheria  was  sporadic,  and  the  fcarlet 
fever  was  distinctly  traceable  to  Hull.  The 
enteric  was  not  derived  from  water  or  milk. 
The  puerperal  cases  were  not  attended  by 
mid  wives. 

Deaths  occurred:  One  puerperal,  1  diph¬ 
theria,  1  croup.  Average  percentage  of  mor¬ 
tality  is  .43  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

A  great  number  of  children  have  been 
attacked  by  whooping  cough,  chiefly  in  the 
parishes  of  Burst  wick  and  Thorne,  6  deaths 
being  due  to  this  alone;  whilst  chicken-pox 
ami  measles  have  been  rife  in  Easinglon  and 
Welwick. 

The  following  schools  were  closed  owing  to 
epidemics:  Easington.  for  three  weeks, 
measles;  Spurn,  for  three  weeks,  influenza; 
Welwick,  for  three  weeks,  measles;  and 
Burstwick,  for  four  weeks,  whooping  cough. 
228  scholars  were  specially  excluded  by  me, 
and  also  children  from  the  same  houses, 
during  1905,  for  the  following  diseases:

The  special  number  of  cases  excluded  from 
each  school,  not  including  the  unaffected 
members  of  the  same  families,  were :  Keying- 
ham,  16;  Hollym,  4;  Thorne,  51;  Ottringham, 
16;  Burton  Pidsea,  4;  Easington,  67;  Burst¬ 
wick,  42;  Welwick,  25;  and  Winestead,  3. 

The  number  excluded  last  year  was  133. 
This  is  undoubtedly  the  proper  principle  to 
work  upon — early  exclusion  of  any  suspicious 
cases  and  all  children  from  infected  houses. 
Althcug'h  this  may  involve  more  work,  yet 
it  is  worth  it,  and'  much  preferable  to  total 
closure. 

The  schools  generally  are  in  a  fair  con¬ 
dition,  but  those  under  the  immediate 
control  of  the  'County  Council  are  in  a  far 
cleaner  and  brighter  condition  than  those 
under  local  managers.  I  would  ask  managers 
to  take  more  interest  in  the  cleanliness  and 
sanitary  condition  of  their  schools.  The 
health  of  the  children  should  be  the  first 
condition,  and  I  am  sorry  to  report  that 
amongst  some  managers  there  is  a  distinct 
laxness  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  their 
schools.  I  drew  attention  to  Easington 
schools  in  February,  but  it  was  August  before 
the  work  was  carried  out.  This  is  not  fair 
either  to  the  children,  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
or  the  managers  themselves. 

No  isolation  hospital  exists  in  the  Patring¬ 
ton  area,  and  this  is  the  only  rural  area  in 
the  East  Riding  not  accepting  the  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  specimens  of 
diphtheria,  phthisis,  and  enteric  fever  made 
by  the  County  Council. 

Anthrax  has  been  notified  once  only  this 
year,  i  e  ,  in  Pauli,  during  August. 

The  cancer  rate  is  much  lower,  viz.,  1  in 
32.33  compared  with  1  in  15.14  in  1904,  1  in 
13.2  in  1903,  and  a  verage  for  ten  years  1  in  16. 
The  average  for  England  and  Wales  is  1  in 
30.  The  average  age  at  death  from  cancer 
is — males  70.5,  females  67 ;  both  sexes  69.33. 

The  average  age  at  death  from  heart  affec¬ 
tions  is  66  95  years.  The  lung  diseases— 
phthisis,  bronchitis,  and  pneumonia — aver¬ 
aged  55  years.  Four  deaths  toolk  place  from 
phthisis,  compared  with  13  last  year,  and 
5  in  1903 

Thirteen  nuisances  were  complained  of 
during  1905,  and  33  nuisances  were  inspected 
in  addition.  No  summons  was  taken  out  in 
any  case.  Two  well-water  were  analysed, 
and  found  gooiL. _  _ 

Nin©  workshops  are  registered  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  They  have  been 
examined  'from  time  to  time  and  found  in 
good  condition.  30  cowsheds  are  registered. 
They  are  all  in  clean  and  good  condition;  no 
defects  are  reported.  The  Midwives  Act  is 
now  in  force,  hut  no  midwife  has  registered 
within  this  Council’s  area. 

The  total  number  of  people  receiving  in 
aud  out-relief  belonging  to  this  Union  fo  164, 
or  1  in  51.  The  average  for  England  is  1  in 
39.  Poverty  lias  increased  7  per  cent,  last 
year  in  London,  and  4  per  c-eut.  over  the 
whole  country. 

The  number  of  pauper  lunatics  belonging 
to  this  Union  is  25.  1  in  332  (including 
Withernsea,  which  is  in  the  Union),  or  3.0 
per  1,000,  compared  with  1  in  358  for  the 
whole  East  Riding,  or  2.8  per  1,000;  and  1  in 
292  for  England  and  Wales,  or  3.4.2  per  1,000. 
The  lowest  rate  in  England  and  Wales  is  1.9 
in  the  West  Riding,  and  the  highest  5.13  in 
Herefordshire.  As  a  rule  the  most  sparsely 
populated  districts  produce  the  greatest 
number  of  insane. 

The  rainfall  of  Patrington  for  last  year 
was  17.73.  The  most  rain  fell  in  November, 
2.72,  and  the  driest  month  wias  January,  .040. 
The  average  for  1904  was  1.5G  inches,  and  for 
1905  1.47  inches. 

During  the  year  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  have  issued  their 
report,  and  they  hlave  drawn  attention  to 
the  dianger  to  the  water  supply  from  surface 
pollutions  in  this  district. 

I  have  repeatedly  pointed  out  the  danger 
of  allowing  manure  heaps  within  the  drain- 
able  area  of  wells.  It  is  also  necessary  to 
have  wells  thoroughly  cleansed  at  much  more 
frequent  intervals  than  is  now  done. 

The  town  system  of  drainage  in  Patrington 
is  not  efficiently  flushed;  in  fact,  it  is  not 
flushed  except  by  rain.  The  consequence  is 
that  numberless  complaints  are  constantly 
made,  especially  during  autumn,  of  tbesmells. 
This  could  be  entirely  obviated  at  a  small 
cost  by  a  windmill  and  tank.  I  have  drawn 
attention  to  this  defect  for  nine  years  now, 
and  I  trust  it  will  receive  the  attention  jt 
■deserves. 

On  the  whole  the  general  health  and  san>: 
tary  condition  of  the  district  continues 
satiefac  tory . — Yo  u  re,  &c. ,
